(1)  (FOUO)  ACTIVATION 

(ft)  (U)  Deparhuent  of  the  Army  message  number  756636  dated 
23  March  1966  proidded  the  authority  for  the  activation  of  the  18th  Mili« 
tary  Police  Brigade, 

(b)  (FOUO)  On  20  May  1966,  the  iSth  Military  PoHce  Bri¬ 
gade  was  activated  at  Fort  George  G,  Meade,  Maryland,  under  TCE  19-’S62F , 
dated  5  February  1966,  with  an  authorized  strength  of  16  officers,  2 
warrant  officers  and  37  enlisted  men.  General  Order  Number  21,  Headquar^ 
ters,  Fort  Goorga  G.  Meade,  Maryland,  dated  14  April  1966  activated 

the  unit  effective  1  June  1966,  The  effective  date  was  changed  to 
20  May  1966  per  GeneraOL  Order  Number  27,  Headquajrters ,  Fort  George  G. 
Meade,  Maryland,  dated  19  May  1966  (See  Inclosure  1  and  2), 

(c)  (U)  On  14  June  1966,  an  activation  ceremony  was  con¬ 
ducted  with  the  Coamanding  Officer,  Fort  George  G,  Meade  presenting  the 
colors  to  the  Brigade  Conmander, 

(2)  (U)  ASSIGNMENT 

(a)  The  brigade  vfas  initially  assigned  to  Headquarters, 
First  Uxiitod.  States  Army,  and  remained  so  assigned  until  17  Augost  1966, 

(b)  On  17  August  1966,  the  unit  weu5  relieved  from  ae- 
slgnment.  Headquarters,  First  Uni tod  States  Army  and  assigned  to  the 
Ualtod  Status  Army  Pacific,  On  18  August  1966,  the  unit  was  further 
asaignod  to  United  States  Amy  Vietnam, 

(3)  (U)  ATTACHMENTS 

(a)  The  unit  was  initially  attached  to  Headquarters, 

Fort  George  G.  Maodo,  horylaind  and  further  attached  to  Special  Troops 
Rogimant,  Fort  Meado  for  v-iH  purposos. 
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(b)  Gonorol  Order  Nunoor  ,35  Headqqarl.ors ,  Fort  Goorge  G, 

Meade  dated  15  Juno  1966,  rcllovod  the  brigide  frari  attnchncnt  to  Hoad- 
quart.ors,  Spocla],  Troops  Rcfplncnt  of. f active  15  June  1966.  The  basis  for 
being  roliovod  fjon  the  attachraoJit  was  due  to  tho  brigade  being  on  an 
(jqual  level  of  cc o!  ird  as  Snccial  Troops  Roginent  (See  Inclosiiro  3)»  The 
HHD,  l6th  Military  Po  ice  Gioup  wnti  attached  to  tho  brigade  for  all  purposes. 

U)  (u)  GQMMJTO 

(a)  On  1  Juno  1966,  LTC  (then  Major)  Edward  K  Brokon- 
rid  go  Jr,  assuned  temporary  cofmand  per  Gonora'*  Order  Nuribcr  1,  Head¬ 
quarters,  18th  Military  Police  Brigade,  dated  1  June  1966. 

(b)  On  10  Jime  1966,  COL  Thomas  F.  Guidcra  assuraod  coonand 
of  the  brigade  oor  Genorod  Order  Number  2,  Headquarters,  18th  Military 
PoHco  '  Brigade  dated  10  Juno  1966, 

(5)  (U)  AMilNISTRlTICK  PIRSONHEL 

(a)  AIliIKISTR.iTION 

Upon  relief  from  attachaent  from  Special  Troops 
ileginent  on  15  June  1966,  the  brig.odo  assunod  responsibility  for  main¬ 
taining  its  own  porsexinoi  and  financial  records.  The  S-1  and  porsonnol 
staff  NCO  uaintolncd  the  records  and  POR/PCM  processed  assigned  personnel. 

Tile  naintononco  of  the  records  at  tho  hcadquartors  proved  convenient  in 
that  tho  POR/PQI  ortontations ,  innunizatiens  and  record  chocks  wore  in¬ 
corporated  into  tho  vinit*  a  training  program  and  permitted  flexibility 
in  reseboduling  trainin,g  subjects  for  POR  processing.  This  procedure 
also  eliminated  transportation  roquirenonts  which  would  have  been  neces¬ 
sary  to  visit  tho  personnel  support  activities,  Tlie  av.ailability  of  the 
records  at  the  brigade  headquarters  provided  the  personnel  with  imodlato 
personnel  and  financial  actions,  which  would  not  have  cthorvlsc  boen 
available . 

g.  Cno  other  problem  encountorod  in  the  POR  processing 
of  personnel  was  the  nonavailability  of  blank  forms  requlrod  to  ccnploto 
the  procosslng.  Quantities  roquirocT  wore  not  always  available  through  tho 
Fort  Meade  publication  stockroom  and  it  was  necessary  to  visit  other  per¬ 
sonnel  sections  or  units  to  obtain  the  requlrod  axaounts. 


2.  Another  ar’j.ilnlBtrativo  problu-i  encountered  at 
Fort  Meade  w’s  that  there  were  not  enough  ..my  rcfjul''.tlcnB  available  for 
issue  to  newly  activated  Uidts,  Although  the  supporting  publications 
Btockroom.  was  cooperative  in  trying  to  meet  durnnds,  it  did  not  always 
have  tlic  requlrod  Iti^mQ  or  had  on  insufficient  quantity.  It  shcvild  bo 
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roqtdLrcd  that  publications  poraonnol  havo  prior  lcnowlcd:;o  of  unite  ar¬ 
riving  or  being  activated  to  enable  thorj  to  roq;iisitlon  in  advance 
those  rogulaticns  necessary  to  organize  a  hoadqunrtors  and  those  foms 
nocoBoary  for  POR  processing,  Tho  unit  once  it  is  ostablishcd,  could 
then  rocoivo  accounts  for  pinpoint  distribution. 

In  four  in8t'‘ncos,  on'’ ora  vote  ruc>.i\Kxl 
EM  to  tho  brigade,  who  foiled  to  report  on  their  reporting  dates. 

After  waiting  tl  „  required  five  day  period,  quorioo  were  sent  to  tho 
losing  units.  In  two  cases,  th>,  erdoro  ho''  boon  revoked,  "^nd  copies 
not  furnished  the  brig-ido,  Tho  thircl  case  rcvo  ’led  th-'t  the  EM  had 
boon  recycled  in  training  and  orders  hod  not  boon  oiioncloc’.  In  tho  ease 
of  tho  fourth  Ui,  ho  was  being  rotainoc’.  beyond  hie  dup'^rturo  and  re¬ 
porting  date  to  tho  brigxlc.  Ho  oxplinati<n  could  bo  furnished  as 
to  why  tho  EM  was  being  retained.  Losing  corn 'nde  uust  anond  or  revoke 
orders  as  necessary  in  a  tiaoly  nanner  oiu'.  furnish  copies  to  agencies 
which  wore  on  diatributien  for  tho  initial  orders, 

5,*  Duiln';  tho  period  20  July  to  3  August  1966,  all 
personnel  were  affordo  the  o  i-ortunity  of  tdeing  14  days  pre-deploy- 
nent  Icavo,  Tho  hooc’.quartera  romlnoc’  opc.r’’tlcnal  during  this  period 
of  tirio. 


On  14  August  1966,  tho  Port  Mcadlo  POR  tocsn  vi¬ 
sited  tho  hordqu  rters.  They  roviewet'’  tho  porconnol  rocords,  innunization 
rocords  and  conc’.uctcd  porscnol  intorviows  of  all  personnel  who  wore  to 
accoiipany  the  unit  overseas.  Upon  ct  .iplction  of  this  review  it  was  dotor- 
Olnad  that  tho  porsonn.,!  were  •'ll  POR  qualified, 

(b)  PERbOi^NEL 

1,  I>iT‘in  •.'Uio  pu'rii.d  20  lioy  -  10  Jiino,1966, 
tho  16  officora  were  '.aaignu’,  and  prosunt  for  duty. 

On  or  about  20  Juno,  orxlors  were  received  as- 
sifTnlng  two  warrant  officers,  wit*"  reporting  dates  of  10  July  19^, 

Enlistod  fillers  had  roported  or  asaijnriont  in- 
atructl  ,  ns  hotl  boon  rocuivee'  with  tho  followin  g  exceptions:

One  E5,  MOS  05C40  (Radio  TT  Toan  Chief).

A  personal  viait  by  tho  Brigade  S>-1  was  nade  to 
the  OPO  Enlietel  Assignmect  Bronoh  Depaurtmant  of  the  Amy  on  14  JunO)  to 
detemine  the  statue  of  filler  req\iir<aients«  Statue  of  fill  could  not 
be  provided  at  thfi-t  time  ainoe  all  the  fill  data  curda  had  not  been  r«~ 
ceived  from  the  major  coDmanda.  Conatant  liaison  was  maintained  vdtli 
that  office  until  14  July  at  which  time  a  formal  reqxiisition  for  ua» 
fiUod  poeitions  was  sutmittcxi. 

Tho  unit  h<?d  reooived  two  £34  who  wore  dupUoata 
aaelgnaonts  against  tho  aame  OPO  Control  and  Line  Humber,  Ono  was  re- 
tainod  to  ooot^y  tho  vacancy  creatad  by  an  E3I  of  equal  grado  who  was  re» 
aasi^od  due  to  balng  non-POR  qualified  for  medical  reasons.  One  other 
£34  was  raalaaslgnod  to  tho  unit.  Kooessary  action  was  taken  to  report 
him  as  surplus  and  ho  was  subsequently  reassigned . 

By  tho  tlmo  tho  unit  was  ready  to  deploy,  ono  of 
tho  two  draftsmen  h(nd  boon  aaslgnod  and  assignment  instructions  had  boen 
rocoivod  for  tho  Radio  TT  Toan  Chlof  and  tho  switchboard  operator.  (Up^ 
on  arrival  in-country  assignment  orders  wore  avallahlo  for  tho  second 
dreXtaman),  Tho  only  position  not  filled  by  DA  against  filler  roq^iire- 
monts  was  tho  E6,  Socrctary-stono  (This  position  was  filled  from  in*» 
coxmtry  rosouroos). 


2.  The  only  persoxmol  loss  that  tho  unit  roallsod 
against  its  authorized  etrtjigth  was  an  E8  MOS  76K5O  (Supply  NCO),  A 
now  physical  profile  disclosod  him  non-doployahlo  and  ho  aubnittod  an 
application  for  rotiromont.  No  problon  was  cmcountcrod  in  this  eurea  since 
a  woU-quoliflod  E6,  76K4O,  was  avallablu  to  fill  this  position. 

5.  Tho  lanit  h"d  a  field  artlHory  surveyor,  MOS 
3)2010,  who  was  curtailod  frrn  his  assignmont  in  Eurepo,  and  assignr^d  aa 
a  draftsman,  MOS  dlAlO.  Upon  arrival,  roviow  of  his  records  revo  *od  that 
he  did  not  possess  any  qualifications  or  oxporionco  as  a  draftsmaj  No- 
cossory  action  was  tekon  to  roasslgn  him. 

(6)  (U)  INTELLIGENCE 

(a)  TOE  19-262F  states  that  tho  intolllgonco  officor  ia 
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a  part  of  the  Brigade  Plans  'ind  Oporations  Boction,  While  porforriing  as 
an  S-3  staff  i.iujabor,  nocessaiy  action  was  initiated  to  insure  that  all 
stal'f  monbers  were  cloarod  for  access  to  classified  defense  infomation. 
Security  locturos  wore  presontod  as  part  of  tho  POR/POM  training  ro- 
qulromonts  v/itli  mandatory  attendance  required  for  all  poisonnol. 

(b)  General  Order  Number  6,  Headquarters,  18th  Military 
Police  Brigade  datod  4  August  1966,  nade  tho  Intelligence  Officer  a 
soparato  8t''ff  officor  ro  lortlng  dircct''y  to  the  Chief  of  Staff, 

(7)  (FOUO)  OPlifliTICNS  AND  TO.AINING 

(a)  (U)  Brigade  porsonnol  comoncod  an  oxtonsivc  four  week 
training  progr^ui  under  tho  direction  of  tho  S-3,  Tho  progran  included  ro- 
qulrai  iOR,  PCM, CJT  and  solcctod  subjocts,  baeod  upon  anticipated  pro- 
flcicnoios  that  tho  poreonncl  ntjuld  nc.^d  whon  tho  unit  doployod. 

(b)  (U)  Tho  four  woolc  training  program  was  increased  to 
six  weeks  upon  the  confirmation  of  the  unit's  doploynont  date.  Additional 
subjects  wore  added  which  would  increase  tho  unit's  proficlcney  in 

field  operations  and  more  tirao  was  allotted  to  OJT  (See  Inclosuro  4) 

(c)  (U)  Personnel  participntodin  aCPX  to  dotominc  the 
unit' s  ability  to  function  in  tho  fiold  pi'ior  to  doployncnt.  Tho  unit 
was  classified  as  deployable. 

(d)  (U)  OJT  was  utilized  to  familiarize  the  section 
per^on^ol  in  the  specific  field  of  oporations  to  which  they  were  as- 
slgnod.  Draft  rogulaticns  'nd  SOP'o  were  prepared  which  woxild  bo  used  as 
a  basis  for  final  reproduction,  once  tho  contents  were  modified  to  fit 
the  situation  in  the  Uioator. 

(o)  (U)  Training  of  signal  porsonnol  on  authorized  TCE 
oqulpiaont  was  ncn-oxl stent  because  sign'd  oqulpnont  came  in  just  prior 
to  departure.  Attaipts  were  made  to  obtain  slrillar  oqulpnont  at  Fort 
Me.do,  but  none  w 's  avnllablc, 

(f)  (FOUO)  On  21  June  1966,  Letter  Order  89*2,  Hcad- 
quartore.  Ft rt  Mcodo ,  was  published  directing  tho  unit's  ponuanont 
change  of  station.  The  unit's  oqulpnont  rcadlnoss  date  was  established 
as  23  August  1966  and  .'crsonncl  readiness  date  as  9  Scpt.jmbor  1966. 

Based  upon  n  nxiuirement  for  tho  imit  to  irrivo  at  its  overseas  destination 
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earlier  t/han  prograra.iod ,  the  oquipnent  readineos  date  erd  personnel 
roadinoss  date  were  changed  to  1  and  18  August  1966,  respectively 
(Sue  Inclosuro  5) . 

(8)  (U)  LOGISTICS 

(a)  Headquarters,  Special  Troops  Rcgliacnt  had  the  pri- 
nary  responsibility  for  i.ogistical  support  of  the  brigade  to  include  pre¬ 
paration  of  initial  requisition,  opening  of  property  books  and  establish- 
nont  of  on  expendable  supply  acco  nt.  The  support  and  cooperation  ro- 
coived  fren  the  S-4  section  of  Special  Troops  was  considered  as  ade¬ 
quate  .  Because  of  the  nunber  of  units  Fort  Meade  was  activating,  sono 
delay  was  experienced  in  obtaining  TOE  property.  When  the  final  nove- 
nont  date  of  the  brigade  was  pushed  fora.ard  airiest  30  days,  it  was  ne¬ 
cessary  to  Sock  coiu,i''nd  support  in  order  to  obtodn  certain  itens  such 

as  radios  and  vehicles  prior  to  deperturo  for  RVN.  As  a  result,  no 
thorough  check  out  of  oquipnent  was  nado  through  actual  OJT  use, 

(b)  A  r  ithor  serious  probleii  was  encountered  in  ob¬ 
taining  DA  publicatjLons  ajid  a  supply  of  blank  foms.  Certain  logistical 
data  and  records  were  ir.ipropcrly  prep 'Ted  because  of  the  absence  of  these 
publications.  Much  tine  and  effort  could  be  saved  if  a  conplcto  stock 

of  regulations,  publications  and  blanJc  forras  were  re.aclily  available  for 
issue  to  any  unit  scheduled  for  doploynent.  A  newly  activated  'onit  will 
experience  considerable  difficulty  in  preparation  of  roquisitlcn  "nd 
shipping  docunonts  if  these  foms  and  rogulations  aro  not  available, 

(c)  Tho  bullc  of  the  brigade’s  TOE  oquipnent,  including 
Vehicles,  was  cenvoyed  fron  Fort  Meade  to  Ncrfolk,  Virginia  on  12  Au¬ 
gust  1966.  It  was  lo''dL,d  in  the  vessel,  Trans  York,  on  15  August  1966  and 
departed  Norfolk  for  RVII  on  16  August  1966.  The  rcnnlning  oquipnent  was 
carried  by  the  nadn  body  aboard  ship, 

(d)  Brigade  personnel  were  issued  winter  gear  such  as 
sleeping  bags  and  overshoes  as  part  of  their  personal  cquiprjcnt.  This 
issue  of  personal  cquipnent  was  unnecessary  because  of  the  wcatlicr 
conditions  which  exist  in  Victnnn, 

(9)  (D)  INF0RI'L\TI0N:  General  Order  I.'iinber  6,  Hoadqu  '.rtors , 

18th  Military  Police  Brig"'de,  dated  4  August  1966,  established  an  In- 
for.iatlon  Officer  as  a  sep'rate  staff  officer  re  porting  directly  to 
the  Chief  of  Staff, 
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c.  ^U)  19  AUGUST  1966  TO  25  1966 

(l)  MOVEMIiNT  TO  THEL\TEU  OF  OPEi'uVTIONS 

(a)  Movaicnt  cf  the  brigade  headquarters  was  done  in  two 
incronents.  The  advance  party  censisting  cf  the  Brigade  Comander,  S-3, 

S“4,  SCM  .a.nd  Operations  SGT  departexJ  Fort  Meade  on  17  August  1966,  The 
Brigfcde  Ccaxiandor  stopped  over  ii.  Hawaii  for  a  briefing  by  the  US.'iBPAC  and 
USi'JW  Provost  Marsh '^Is,  The  renrdndsr  of  the  party  arrivod  in  RVN  on  19 
August  1966  followed  by  the  Brigade  CorT''’nd.Gr  on  22  August  1966, 

(b)  The  nain  body  ’'  partoc'.  Fort  Meade  •'.t  0130  hours  18 
Augiist  1966  arrivi.ng  at  Baltiraorc  Friendship  -drport  at  0200  hours.  It 
dc^.-irted,  the  airport  at  0300  hours,  EST,  firriving  at  Oakland  Aijqjort  at 
0505  hours,  PST.  Persrnncl  were  loaded  into  busses  ^nd.  transportal  directly 
to  the  Oakliuid  ..nay  Tcza-iinal, 

(c)  At  0730  hours,  the  brigade  boaidcd.  t  o  USNS  UPSHUR, 

The  Brigade  Doputy  Conraander  assuned  duties  as  trtep  corn  ''ndcr  aboard 
the  ship.  The  brigade  was  the  first  unit  to  board  the  vessel  .and  ct  i.i- 
prised.  the  voy'/pe  etafj'  which  organized  the  onborkaticn  cf  the  units  and 
scheduled  troop  duties.  On  20  August  1966,  the  UPSHUR  departed  Oakland, 

Cn  5  Scptoiibcr  1966,  the  vessel  arrival  at  Subic  B^'y,  Philippines,  for 
rcfucllljig.  Liberty  v/as  granted  to  the  troops  frcia  1000  hours  until 
1600  heu’s.  At  1900  hours,  the  UPSHUR  departed  Subic  Bay  for  Victnau, 

(d)  During  the  voyage,  the  personnel  staff  NCO  brought 
the  personnel  records  up  to  date  by  posting  the  date  of  departure  fron 
CGI.US  and  port  of  cnbarkaticn.
